Ten years ago today, June 19, 


1U4U, a group of ArKansas news- 
paper puolisncrs launched an ex- 
perimental wire, the first of its 
kind in America, which today has 
become the standard operating pat-, 
tern of UUO uaily papers and the j 
great news services, the Assuciat-1 
ed Press. United I'ress Associa- { 
tions, and the International News! 
{service. 
I 


Instead of transmitting words to' 


a Teletype machine this new wire 
reproduced 
at each 
receiving 


point a copy of a penorated paper 
tape which, run through a lino- 
type without an operator, turned 
its message into type — at about 
twice tne speed of a good manual 
operator. 


Tms was the Southwest Arkan- 


sas Tele-typesetter Circuit. Asso- 
ciated in il were C. E. Palmer, 
publisher 
at 
Texarkana, 
Hot 


Springs and El Dorado; Ray Kim- 
ball, then publisher at Magnolia 
but now of IJcQucen an dStuttgart; 
and myself. Assisting in the gam- 
ble was the Texas Newspaper Pub- 
lishers 
association, 
representing 


the dailies of that state. They loan- 
ed us ?ti,i;jO interest-tree in order to 
help pay for the automatic equip-) 
ment wnich we were buying witn-' 
out knowing whether it would work 
all right lor us or prove worth- 
less. The gamble paid off, and the 
Tcxans long ago were repaid and 
given the operating 
information 


they desired. 


The decision to try the automat- 


ic wire was made in 1940, and the 
equipment wos ordered and manu- 
factured in 1941, just before World 
War II. Installation was made the 
spring of 1942 and the wire opened 
June 19. 


Mr. Palmer's Hot Springs New 


Era had installed 
Teletypesettet 


equipment for its own use some- 
what earlier, 
so the 
perforated 


tape carrying the atternoon-paper 
report of the Associated Press was 
fed into the transmitter and tele- 
graphed to tour distant evening 
papers: Hope Star, Magnolia Ban- 
ner News, and Camden News — i 
with the fourth paper, El Dorado 
Evening Times, at first receiving 
words on a standard Teletype ma- 
chine (.which it could do from tne 
same impulse on the wire), but 
later 
accepting the perforated 


tape for automatic operation. 


The four initial papers of that 


circuit of 10 years ago now have 
become nine, the others being: 
Texarkana 
Evening 
News, De- 


Queen Citizen, Stuttgart Leader & 
Arkansawyer, Helena 'World, and 
Russellville Courier-Democrat —10 
including the transmitting paper, 
Hot Springs New Era. 


All are members of the Associ- 


ated Press, and to the board of 
directors of that great news-gather- 
ing organization is due credit for 
emergency action which made this 
wire experiment possible back in 
1942. The Southwest Arkansas Tele- 
typesetter Circuit was the only in- 
stance in the world where Associ- 
ated Press copy was permitted to 
be handled by what was technical- 
ly-speaking a private wire. 


But it long ago ceased to be a 


private wire. Today 600 daily pa- 
pers from coast to coast, and all 
three of the great, wire services 
are 
themselves 
Teletypesetter- 


oprated. So today the telegraph 
tapes that are perforated at one 
point are interchangeable with any I 
circuit in the land.

Ours being the first circuit, and 


our equipment the earliest, a slight 
improvement in the 
transmission 


code was adopted when AP, UP, 
and INS set up their coast-to-coast 
automatic systems. But the Arkan- 
sas circuit's equipment is being 
modified in 10 cities this wees-end | 
to bring it into synchronization 
with the national systems. 


Ten years ago Arkansas folks 


made a great gamble, and as soon 
as World War II ended the rest 
of the nation's newspapers follow- 
ed us. It was a feat that made 
Arkansas known all over the world 
— and we are proud of this anni- 
versary.

Washington, June 19 —The gov- 


ernment's latest cost-of-living bar- 
ometer moved up 
today 
under 


pressure of rising food and rent 
costs to within a tiny fraction of 
the record high reached last Jan- 
uary. 


The living-cost index, measuring 


pi-ices of food, clothing, shelter and 
a host 
of other 
things, climbed 


during the month ending May 15 
two-tenths of one per cent to 189 
per cent of the 1935-36 average. 
That is 4.1 per cent over the mark 
ot 18 months ago when price and 
wage controls took effect. The peak 
figure last January was 189.1. 


A million 
and 
a quarter rail 


workers will get an automatic 2- 
cent hourly wage boost as a re- 
sult of the latest increase in living 
costs. Their work 
contract 
ties 


wages to the cost-of-living index 
and adjustments are made 
each 


three months. 


Another 100,000 wage earners in 


textiles, aircrafts and oil refining 
industries also get at least a 1-ccnt 
boost. 


Leading the over-all living-cost 


rise was a boost of four tenths 
of one per cent in rent across the 
grocery 
store moved 
up 
three 


tenths of one per cent. 


But the price of clothing, of fuel 


and electricity and of house furn- 
ishings all dropped fractionally. 


The 2-cent wage boost for 
the 


nation's railroad workers goes in- 
to effect July 1. The same rail- 
workers three months ago lost a 
cent-an-hour when the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics cost-of-living in- 
dex dropped between January and 
February. Since April, 1951, 
the 


railworkcrs have accumulated a 
total cost-of-living wage boost of 
12 cents an hour. 


Actually, BLS puts out two in- 


dexes, one called the new' series 
and one the old series. The new 
series is the govrnment's official 
measuring stick 
but most labor 


contracts which include 
cost-of- 


living clauses arc tied to he old 
series. 


The old series index moved to 


190.4up from 189.8 for the month 
ending April 15. Rail workers get 
one cent in wages for each full 
point movement in the index. The 
rise from the Feb. index, which 
living cut. Their next adjustment 
was 188.3, old series, this brings 
the rail workers their 2-cent in- 
crease. 


Auto workers are not affected by 


the index published today. Last 
month they took a one-cent cost-of- 
living cut. Their 
nextadjustment 


does not come until the July index 
is published in August. Almost allj 
cost-of-living contracts are adjust-] 
ed only every three months.

Stockholm, Sweden, Juno 19 (/Pj 


— Traditionally neutral 
Sweden, 


irate over the shooting down of a 
Swedish piano by Soviet jet figh- 
ters, beefed up her already strong 
defenses against Russia today but 
was expected to still fight shy of 
participation in such Western al- 
liances as the Atlantic Pact. 


The Swedish government already 


has ordered a step-up in air attack 
alertness throughout the country 
and instructed its air force and 
navy to shoot back if fired on by 
Soviet planes. 
Neighboring Den- 


mark also told its airmen to re- 
turn fire if attacked.

Hashington, June 19 (A*) — The 


government is going to wind up its 
year two to three billion dollars 
better off than it expected. But it 
still will be deep in the red. 


Government 
experts, speaking 


privately, said today the deficit— 
the amount by which the govern- 
ment- overspends its income — is 
likely to be less" than 6 1-4 billion 
when the fiscal year ends June 30. 
Jt could be a low 
5 1-3 billion. 


President Truman, in his budget 


message last January, figured the 
govenment would go in the hole 
by W.200.000,000.

Korean issue, U. S. Delegate Ern- 
est A. Gross harked back to the 
earlier Communist charges as soon 
as he got the floor to reply. 


Gross said the Communist charg- 


es of germ warfare were part ot a 
campaign of lies and that there 
was no evidence this campaign had 
been abandoned. He continued his 
attack despite efforts of Malik, as 
the June council president, to rule 
him out of order. 


Malik said the proposal which 


the Soviet government had present- 
ed had no relation whatsoever to 
the Korean question. 


Gross charged the Soviet pro- 


posal was a fraudulent effort to 
make the world believe Russia and 
other parties to the Geneva treaty 
had given up germ warfare. 


The United States, Brazil and 


Pakistan are the 
only 
Security 


Council members which have not 
ratified the protocol. President Tru- 
man withdrew the pact from Sen- 
ate consideration in 1947, terming 
it an obsolete "paper pledge ap- 
proach." 


Gross said yesterday 
that 
the 


U. S. was in favor of real prohibi- 
tion of germ weapons, but only 
under adequate safeguards to mak^i, 
sure there were no evasions or vk?', 
lations.

The teletypesctter wire original- 


ly transmitted news at the rate of 
about 50 words a minute. 
One 


year ago the wire was speeded up 
to 73 words a minute. Operating 
continuously from 7 a. m. to 1 
a. m., it moves a tremendous vol- 
ume of 
Associated 
Press 
and 


United Press news received in the 
office of the Hot Springs New Era 
and The 
Sentinel - Record 
over 


leased telegraph wires. It is prob- 
aly the only news wire in the coun- 
try over which news from 
these 


two competing press 
services is 


moved as a combined service. Syn- 
dicated columns and other special 
features are also transmitted. 


Growth of teletypesetter use has 


not been confined to the 
Palmer 


and associated newspapers, how- 
ever. 


The Arkansas experiment 
soon 


attracted nationwide a t t e n t i o n 
among publishers, many of whom 
made special trips to the state to 
study the operation. 


Several years after inauguration 


of the Arkansas wire, similar pri- 
vate circuits were set up by co- 
operative 
or 
chain 
newspaper 


groups in other states. A 
year 


ago the press associations became 
interested and began establishing 
state and regional circuits. 


Ten years after Mr. Palmer pio- 


neered the idea, teletype*etter cir- 
cuits throughout the country num- 
ber more than 90 and; serve news- 
papers in every state in the union. 
Large circuits are also operating 
in three Canadian provinces.
